Gov. Oscar Allen 
Passes Suddenly; 
Noe Takes Gee 


Thousands in Louisiana 
Mourn Passing of Lead- 
er of Huey Long Forces; 
Body To Lie in State in 
Rotunda of Capitol. 


OFFICIALS GATHER 
IN BATON ROUGE 


All Public Offices Are 
Ordered Closed Until 
After Funeral; Hemor- 
rhage Is Cause of Death. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 28.— 
(/)—-Governor Oscar Kelly Allen, 
who rose to power with Huey P. 
Long and inherited the political lead- 
ership left by the late senator, died 
today of a cerebral hemorrhage. 

Apparently in excellent health and 
spirits, the 55-year-old Governor and 
senator-designate to fill the unex- 
pired term of Long, was stricken 
auddenly as he prepared to leave the 
executive mansion for his offices in 
Louisiana's skyscraper statehouse. 

He died within an hour, surround- 
ed by his wife and two of his chil- 
dren. 

The news spread quickly, shocking 
the state with the knowledge that the 
second of the two men who helped 
build a political empire without com- 
parison in American history had 
passed, 

Body to Lie in State. 

In a huge bronge and copper casket, 

similar to the one especially ordered 


for the late S:nator Huey P. Long, 
the body of Governor Allen was trans- 
ported at 9:20 o'clock tonight from 
a funeral home to the  statehouse 
along the same route over which 
Long's bier was borne. 

It was placed in the great hall of 
the capitol as was Long’s, and a 
guard of honor similarly posted. 

Tomorrow at 8:30 a. m. the public 
will be permitted to file past the 
casket, and streams of people will pay 
final respect to the dead chief execu- 
tive until 9 p. m., after which the 
body will be placed aboard train for 
Winnfield, La., where it will be in- 
terred. 

Throngs of state officials, and per- 
sonal friends of the deceased governor 
poured into Baton Rouge, filling ho- 
tels to overflewing. Many are ex- 
pected to accompany the body to 
Winnfield. 

In Center of Tempest. 

Like his late ally, Allen often was 
the center of political tempest. Only 
‘ast week he figured largely in 
sweeping into office a new state ad- 
ministration in a landslide victory 
followers of Long declared a “vindi- 
cation” of his policies. 

Allen's death automatically made 
Lieutenant Governor James A. Noe, 

Monroe, a high lieutenant in the 
Long-Allen political organization, the 
chief executive, but again left vacant 
the United States senate seat Long 
eccupied before he was slain.

AAA TAX RULING 
LEGALIZED THEFT 


Demands From Farm 
Belt Force Committee 
Decision To Take Up 
Bill Today for Action. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—(#)— 
Demands from the farm belt for ac- 
tion impelled the senate agriculture 
committee today to decide definite 
steps should be taken tomorrow to re- 
pair farm relief machinery thrown 
out of gear by the outlawing of AAA. 

While many committee members 
were reported still doubtful whether 
the administration plan t. subsidize 
farmers through an amendment to the 
soil conservation act would square 
with the supreme court, they were de- 
scribed “off hand” by Chairman 
Smith, democrat, South Carolina, as 
ready to support the proposal never- 
theless. He re, orted receipt by mem- 
bers of “hundreds” of communications 
pleading for legislation. 

The search for an AAA replace- 
ment formula was punctuated with a 
caustic radio assertion by Secretary 
Wallace that the high tribunal’s de- 
cision refunding $200,000,000 te proc- 
essors “is probably the greatest legal- 
ized steal in American history.” 

Tax Plans Incomplete. 

A short time later, President Roose- 
velt informed his press conference 
that. whether new taxation shall be 
sought to finance a new farm-aid plan 
is still under study, with no prospect 
of an immediate decision. Last week, 
Attorney-General Cummings said new 
tax legislation was “in process” of for- 
mation by the Treasury and Justice 
Department. 

Wallace declared that “in the Hoo- 
sac Mills case the supreme court dis- 
approved the idea that the government 
could take money from one group far 
the benefit of Yet. in-turn- |.

Two 
minutes of silence was observed and 
millions followed the broadcasts of the 
services, 

Before they lowered him into the 
vault they removed the symbols of his 
kingship—the crown, scepter and orb. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury com- 
mitted George’s soul to God, his body 
to eternal peace. Then Edward VIII, 
his son and successor, sprinkled earth 
from a silver urn on the coffin as it 
was lowered into the erypt. 

As the plain oak coffin disappeared, 
Edward stepped back and turned to 
the Queen Mother Mary and took her 
arm. 

Sunshine on Crown. 

A gleam of sunshine flashed across 
the chapel and touched the diamonds 
of the royal crown where it rested

Five foreign kings, the president of 
France, and a host of princes and 
notable commoners bowed their heads 
before the bier. Among them was Nor-

CAUSING ANATETY 


Clash of Rain. ‘Rain, and Cold 


A temperature start at 18 degrees 
this morning is the forerunner of 
what weather forecasters here describe 
as a day “not quite so cold,” with the 
prospects of a rise to 32 degrees to- 
day and “prq@bable snow” during the 
afternoon or tonight. 

As Atlanta shivered in extreme cold 
weather, the winter’s sub-zero wave 
rolled out of the ‘midwest yesterday 
with temperatures rising generally 
above the zero mark in Minnesota, 

Wisconsin, Iowa, Nebraska, Illinois 
and part of the Dakotas. Forecasts 


were for more seasonable weather 
from the Rockies to the Appalachians. 

Yesterday's lowest was 10 degrees 
with a gradual climb to 30 degrees 
during the afternoon. That cold 
wave, which Chief Forecaster George 
W. Mindling watched moving off to- 
ward south Georgia and Florida, is 
shifting reluctantly while wet weather 
moves i- from Texas. * 

It is the sort of condition, weather 
forecasters admit, that caused the 
sleet and ice storm that greeted the 
new year in Atlanta. The forecasters 
are anxiously watching the possibile 
clash of rain and cold at Atlanta. 

Rain Moving Here. - 

“The ‘rea of rainy weather over 
Texas promises to increase in inten- 
sity as it moves slowly toward the 
southeastern states,” said Mindling 
yesterday. “It means rain for (eor- 
gia and probable snow for north‘ 
Geor ,ia.’ 

South Gale was in the grip of 
a severe cold wave yesterday. 

Brunswick, on the southern section 
of the state, got its coldest weather of

RECALLED TO SMITH 


In hie speech on Saturday night, 
Mr. Smith made the ugly charge that 
the New Deal is fomenting class 
hatred. Let me read you what he said 
when he was addressing the alumni 
association of Harvard University on 
June 22, 1933: 

“IT remember when we first spoke 
about the workmen’s compensation 
act the court of app’als of our own 
state set aside the first enactment 
as being contrary to the conetitution.

The brilliant but perverted minds of 
Loeb and Leopold, which led them to 
attempt the “perfect crime,” probably 
contributed to Loeb’s violent death 


today. 
Won Privileges. 

He had won, along with Leopold, 
the privilege of instructorship in the 
prison correspondence school. It was 
in connection with this work he was 
thrown into propinquities with Day, 
generating the animosity which led to 
the fatal fight. 

Loeb, nearly six feet tall and husky, 
ordinarily would have been more than 
a match for the slight larcenist from 
Chicago. But desperation, prison offi- 
cials said, apparently gave Day 
strength to overpower his annoyer. 

Day, serving a 1-to-l4-year term, 
will face a murder charge, Warden 
Ragen said. A speedy grand jury ac- 
“0 was prophesied by county offi- 
cials, 

The warden said the stabbing oc- 
curred in the officers’ dining room, of 
which the shower is a part, and that 
both men were stripped when guards 
arrived. 

He would not comment on Day’s 
statement to Powers, but said he 
would “go to the bottom of this af- 
fair,””’ and would question Leopold, 
sinee he was supervising the remodel- 
ing of the room, where the fight oc- 
curred, for use in the prison school. 

Not in Same Cell. 

He said Leopold and Loeb were not 
inmates of the same cell, but occupied 
— in the same cell block, as did 

ay. 

“Leopold was much put out by the 
death of his friend,” the warden said. 

The affair was a shock to prison 
officials, who only last September, on 
the eleventh anniversary of Loeb’s in- 
carceration, said he was doing “a 
cracking good job” with the prison 
correspondence -achool. At the same 
time he described Leopold as ob- 
streperous. | 

When he first entered prison in 
1924, Loeb was assigned to the chair 
factory. and he labored at menial jobs 
until 1928. Then, because of good be- 
havior, he was promoted to be a “run- 
ner” for a deputy warden, and as 
such, enjoyed the prequisite of a pri- 
vate room instead of a cell. 

Publicity of his advancement 
brought a reaction which cost him his 
easy job and returned him to manual 
labor. Later, however, he was made 
a teacher of an English class in the 
penitentiary, and won approbation for 
his abilities and further responsibili- 
ties in the prison school. 

Loeb’s body was taken to Chicago 
tonight. Two undertaker’s aids car- 
ried the wicker basket through the 
prison main gate and placed it in a 
hearse from which the undertaker's 
name plate had been removed. The 
license plates of the machine were 
covered in a further effort to conceal 


identity. 
Slayers Met. 

Prison authorities marked the diver 
gencies in behavior of the two Franks 
slayers, with Loeb invariably named 
the more docile. He was transferred 
several years ago to the new and 
preferred Stateville penitentiary, scene 
of today’s slaying, while Leopold was 
detained in the old prison because of 
misconduct while working in the chap- 
lain’s office. Later Leopold also was 
transferred, and the two had frequent 
opportunity of meeting. 

Leopold once said they would con- 
tinue their friendship as partners in 
business if they ever were freed. 

One of the first to comment on the 
new tragedy which overtook those in- 
volved in the brutal slaying of a 
dozen years ago was Clarence Dar- 
row, noted Chicago criminal lawyer 
whose eloquence saved Loeb an 

ld from the gallows. 

“I am sorry to hear of the boy’e 
death,” said the 79-year-old Darrow. 
“I had always hoped that both would 
live long enough to get out of prison.

Wide sentiment for revision of the 
federal governmént’s spending, taxing 
and relief policies was claimed by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the*United 
States today after a poll of its mem- 
ber organizations. 

Voting on 17 questions based on a 
committee report on federal finance, 
the chamber membership—local cham- 
bers and trade associations—called 
for a reduction in spending and a bal- 
anced budget without increased taxes. 

The membership also held that 


combined expenditures of federa 
state and local governments deman 
so great a proportion of the total. na- 
tional income that they “discourage 
business, threaten a security of 
wages and savings, and retard em- 


ployment.” 

Approval was given a proposal that 
relief expenditures be a orovided by 
and under the control of the states 
with “reimbursable advances” from 
the federal government only on a 
plication of states and cities unable 
to obtain funds. 

By a vote of 1,688 1-2 to 22, the 
membership voted for discontinuance 
of “federal expenditures ... for the 
purpose of developing or extending 
governmental activities which com- 
pete with private business.” 

The vote was 1,587 1-2 to 79 1-2 
that it was contrary to “sound pub- 
lic policy” to use “federal taxing 
power primarily to compel étates or 
individuals to conform to social or 
economie readjustments, with revenue 
only incidental.’*

Leopold and Loeb on May 21, 1924, 
planned the “perfect crime. 

lured Bobby Franks, 14, the son of 
an acquaintance of their family, into 
an automobile while he was going 
home from school. Se 
His body was found the following 
day in an isolated culvert near the 
[llinois-Indiana state line. It had 
been badly mutilated and the lad had 
been battered and strangled. 

Bobby’s father got a letter demand- 
ing $10,000 ransom, but no other im- 
portant clues were uncovered untiP a 
newspaperman found a pair of spec 
tacles near the scene of the slaying. 
As the nation watched, the perfect 
crime rapidly disintegrated. From the 
glasses the connection of Leopold with 
the crime was soon established. Loeb 
was speedily entrapped also. 

Then came their trial. 

They pleaded guilty, admitting the 
brutal crime was a “thrill slaying.” 
In extenuation, they contended an 
“irresistible impulse” led them to its 
perpetration. 

Could Never Leave Pen. 

They were both séntenced to life 
imprisonment and a term of 99 years 
to insure they never would leave the 
prison walls alive. 

Since their incarceration both had 
been virtually model prisoners and 
their. high intelligence won them in- 
structorship in the penitentiary school. 

Sons of wealthy and respected Chi- 
cago families, the two young men had 
exceptional educational advantages. 
Before the Franks murder, Leopold 
already had won note as an ornitholo- 
gist, and was regarded as 
marked for a successful legal career. 

Loeb’s father, Albert, who was a 
one-time vice president of Sears, 
buck & Company, died on October 27, 
1924, a month after his son entered 
prison. His mother survives. 

Nathan Leopold Sr., the father of 
Dickie’s partner in crime, died in 
April, 1929. 

Jacob Franks, father of the ill-fated 
Bobby, died in 1928.

affiliated organizations. 

The federation had previously pass- 
ed a resolution praising The Consti- 
tution Safety Council’s efforts to =e 
the annual toll of dead and inju 
from auto crashes in the city and 
state. The resolution yesterday was 
prompted the continued and un- 
relenting fight of the Safety Council 
and by the fact that last year the 
number of fatalities in the city limits 
reached the high mark of 74, eclip- 
sing the 65 deaths in 1934 by nine. 

lready this year nine auto accident 
deaths have occurred within the cit 
limits of Atlanta. The ninth dea 
was recorded January 22. 
150 To Die? 

At this rate, the city will suffer 
150 accident deaths by the end of the 
present year. 

This picture of the growing menace 
of horrible dea certainly warrants 
the federation’s resolution to take an 
active part in stopping the unneces- 
sary bloodshed. 
The Atlanta Federation of Women’s 
Clubs says in its resolution: 
“Whereas, it is self-evident that 
something must be done to reduce the 
terrible toll of death, irjury and prop- 
erty damage that is a daily occurrence

. six jackdaws, startled, fluttered about 
the tower, which overlooks a beauti- 
ful stretch of the Thames. 

One hundred thousand persons were 
massed along the mile and.a half from 
the railroad station to St, George's 


chapel. The train arrived at 1:08 p./ yy 


m. (7:08 a. m., Atlanta time), 33 
minutes late because crowds delayed 
the start in London, preventing pas- 
sage of the cortege. 

Bluejackets pulled the gun carriage 
bearing the coffin. Behind walked 
King Edward, his head bowed, and his 
three brothers. There were no funeral 
marches as the massed band of mourn- 
ers walked crunchingly along the grav- 
eled road. 


After Edward, his brothers, rela- 
tives and visiting royalty rode the 
widowed Queen Mother Mary in a 
small carriage. Among those with her 
was little Princess Flizabeth, dressed 
in regulation mourning, to say good- 
bye to her grandfather. 

The body was piped into the chapel 
with the Scottish lament, “Flowers 
of the Forest.” 

Brief Church Service. 

The church service, of the utmost 
simplicity, lasted 30 minutes and then 
the farewell was over. 

One note of marked modernity was 
a battery of a dozen microphones at 
the bier. 


Military units in the procession, 
many brilliantly uniformed, walk 
in grave precision. The foreign roy- 
alty, however, just walked along in 
a heterogeneous group, so compact 
that spectators had difficulty pick- 
ing them out before they passed. 

George lies among a number of his 
predecessors, including Edward VII, 
his father, who was buried in 1910; 
George III, Henry VIII, and Charles 
I, who was beheaded and buried in 
silence, since Oliver Cromwell for- 
bade the reading of a funeral serv- 
ice. Queen Alexandra, George’s moth- 
er, also is buried there. 

The weather was rainy in the morn- 
ing but clear in the afternoon. 

When the body was taken into the 
chapel four black-coated men walked 
to the choir and took seats in prece- 
dent over ambassadors and princes. 
They were the:king’s personal serv- 
ants. 

Edward, Queen Mother Mary. 

King Edward walked directly be- 
hind the coffin into the chapel, Queen 
Mother Mary on his right. She car- 
ried a rolled umbrella in her right 
hand. Her face, under a black veil, 
was pale. 

Just after them walked King: Haa- 
kon and Queen Maud, of Norway. She 
is George's sole surviving sister. They 
were followed by the Dukes of York, 
Gloucester and Kent and-. Princess 
Elizabeth, 

Immediately after the service the 
royal family returned to London, ertd- 
ing eight days of solemn ceremonial. 

George, who was 70, died at San- 
dringham House after a sudden ill- 
ness. 

The body was placed’in the crypt 
at 2:14 p. m. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury, his voice tense with emo- 
tion, pronounced the burial. lines of 
the Church of England¢ 

“We, therefore, commit his body to 
the ground; earth to earth; ashes to 
ashes, dust to dust; in sute and cer- 
ae. hope of resurrection to eternal 
ife. 

The queen mother bore up bravely 
throughout the service. She blinked 
her eyes, however, as the Bishop of 
Winchester started reading the les- 
son. 

Sir Gerald Wollaston, garter prin- 
cipal king of arms, pronounced the 
titles of the late king and of the new 
king. The lesson was from Revela- 
tion—“I saw a new heaven and a 
new earth,” followed by the hymn, “I 
Heard a Voice From Heaven.” 


Favorite Hymn Played. 

The king’s favorite hymn, “Abide 
With Me,” was sung. After the cof- 
fin was lowered, the choir sang the 
anthem, “God Be in My Head.” The 
dead march, from Saul, concluded the 
service. 

London was a highway of mourning, 
with millions lining the streets. Some 
had slept on sidewalks with newspa- 
pers as blankets. 

Hawkers, unawed by the occasion, 
made some profits by selling mourning 
buttons, old newspapers to shield the 
throngs from the rain and tiny squares 
of linoleum to protect their feet from 
the wet pavements.

The body of the king was wrapped 

in a. silken shroud ..and the coffin 
was surmounted with the coronation 
robes, the crown, the sceptre and the 
orb, and a floral wreath from Queen 
ary. 
The procession passed along Parlia- 
ment street, Whitehall, the li, St. 
James’ street, Piccadilly to Hyde Park 
corner, then to Marble Arch, along 
Edgware road and Canfbridge terrace 
to the station. It took more than two 
hours to reach the station, over the 
four and one-half miles, 

Seven carriages carried Queen Mary 
fand the other royal women mourners. 
Four coachmen, dressed in red, rode 
on each carriage. . 

When the procession passed the 
cenotaph, King Edward saluted smart- 
ly in naval fashion, palm inward. Six 
bands and 100 bagpipers in kilts 
marched ahead of the gun carriage and 
sounded the funeral march in turn. 

The procession was forced to halt 
three times to allow ambulances to re- 
move persons who had fainted. 

Great crowds stood silently, many 
with tears in their eyes, as the coffin 
passed by. King Edward limped 
slightly as he walked and was seen to 
bite his lips, apparently to maintain 
his composure. 

Dressed as Admiral. 

He wore the uniform of an admiral 
of the fleet. His boots became muddy 
as he tramped over the cobblestones. 

Five special trains carried special 
mourners from Paddington station to 
Windsor. 

In the chapel were more than 2,0UU 
wreaths. They included 500 white 
pearl carnations from Emperor Hiro- 
hito of Japan and a humble sprig 
of snowdrops from a schoolboy. . 

An offering of seven-foot red car- 
nations from Premier Mussolini lay 
hear a cross of white lilac and daffo- 
dils from Emperor Haile Selassie. 

Seats in the nave were arranged in 
shallow tiers on each side of the aisle 
and facing it. The aisle itself was 
carpeted in rich blue, while the cata- 
falque was draped in purple. 

After the service was concluded, 
King Edward, Queen Mary. and other 
relatives passed slowly before the open 
grave for a last look at ‘the flower- 
covered casket. The remainder of the 
great congregation then paid similar 
tribute to the beloved sovereign. 

‘The departure of King Edward’s 
train was slightly delayed. He was 
observed seated at a train window 
impassively looking out at the throng 
on the platform across the track.

“As a member of the council of this 
society, I call upon the government 
to ascertain facts and conditions be- 
fore buying timberland,” he said. “Au- 
thorities should know that the forest 
land they buy is appropriate for gov- 
ernment ownership and will not work 
against private owners and compa- 
—, when bought by the govern- 
ment,” 

Mr. Rhoades’ address followed talks 
by L. F. Kneipp, assistant chief Unit- 

States forester in charge of land 
acquisition policy, and Bernard Frank 
assistant chief forester in charge of 
TVA land planitng. Both government 
service men declared government ac- 


quisition of forest lands is being car- 
ried on along the most advisable lines, 
with judicious regard to private own- 
ership. 

Disagreement of these views was 
voiced by Mr. Rhoades, who used the 
pine and naval stores -preserves of 
south Georgia as otfe example where 
government ownership might lead into 
wrong lanes.

Under Judge Deaver’s decision, an- 
nounced at conclusion of a two-day 
hearing late today, the present con- 
viction against Sloan is nullified and 
he will be retried in a state court. 

Sloan is held in the Bibb county 
jail here, where he has been since his 
conviction November 15. 

A new warrant in the slaying case 
is expected to be served on him as 
soon as Judge Deaver’s order is tran- 
scribed.

INCOME TAXES SHOW 
INGREASE IN GEORGIA 


Gain of $3,000,000 in Fed- 
eral Levies in 1935 
Reported.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—(P)— 
Georgia federal income tax collections 
jumped more than $3,000,000 in 1935 
over 1934, the Treasury Department 
reported today. 

Collections for the calendar year 
1935 were reported at $9,564,746, comi- 
pared to $6,481,893 in 1934. 

Total federal internal revenue col- 
lections in the state, however, drop 
from $32,054,707 in 1934 to $26,193,- 
189 last year, the treasury said, due 
to decreases in agricultural adjust- 
ment and miscellaneous tax revenues. 


ment collections in Georgia amounted 
to ohly $12,577,529 last year com- 
pared to $20,702,689 in 1934, and that 
miscellaneous internal revenue in 1935 
was $4,050,914 against $4,870,124 the 
previous yearn 

No reason for this drop was as- 
signed by the tfeasury. However, 
large sums in pro®tessing taxes were 
tied up throughout the country last 
year by federal court orders. 
Corporation income tax revenues 
from Georgia concerns were listed at 
$6,038,225 in 1935 and $3,606,181 the 
previous year, and individual income 
collections at $3,526,519 last year, 
compared to $2,876,712 for 1934.

New Roasting Rules. 


The rules for roasting meats have 
been revised. We no longer cover a 
roast, and we've discovered that sear- 
ing isn’t necessary. Neither is bast- 
ing, if the roast is rightly placed in 
the pan, with the fat side up. Longer 
cooking at lower oven temperature 
than was formerly recommended is 
now the rule. 


One of the newer and already wide- 
ly used aids to exactness in roasting 
meats is the meat thermometer. This 
thermometer is inserted into the meat 
and when the temperature recorded 
neaches the right height, you can be 
certain, no guessing about it—that the 
roast has attained the degree of done- 
ness you desire. 


Roast Ribs of Beef. 


Choose a 2 to 3 standing rib roast 
of beef. If desired it may be boned 
and rolled. Season the roast with 
salt and pepper. Place it in an open 
roasting pan, fat side up. Asehe fat 
melts and cooks out it will baste the 
meat. A rolled roast should be put on

United States Steel Corporation—the 
nation’s major industrial concern— 
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today reported a net income for 1935, 
the first year since ‘1931 
company has “made money.” 

Coupled with the excellent report 
made by General Motors Corporation 
yesterday, which showed the largest 
net profit since 1929, the report made 
extremely favorable reading for stock 
market bulls. 

The steel corporation reported a 
1985 net income of $1,084,917 
or equivalent to 30 cents a share on 
its preferred stock, compared with a 
net loss of $21,667,780 in 1934. In 
the fourth quarter of 1935 the com- 
pany had a net income of $5,326,417 
—equivalent to $1.48 a share on the 
poomeres stock—compared with a net 
oss of $10,234,413 i the 1934 period. 

Salaries and wages of the corpora- 
tion in 1935 increased $41,073.275 to 
a total of $251,576,808 while the num- 
ber of workers increased 4,989 to 194,- 
820. Production for the year averaged 
38.8 per cent of capacity compared 
with 312 per cent in 1934 and 28.7 
per cent in 1933. 

Bull traders hoped the steel report 
would serve as a stimulant to rally 
the industrial group of stocks which 
have been behind railroad and utility 
shares in recent sessions.

Inscriptions for 27 bronze tablets to 
mark historic spots through Georgia 
were approved yesterday by the com- 
mittee on ancient landmarks. 

The committee, headed by Miss Ruth 
Blair, state historian, was appointed 
by Governor Talmadge to select 100 
sites for the tablets, which will be 
made by Georgia Tech as a WPA 
project. 

Approximately half of the sites re- 
main to be chosen and the committee 
has requested additional applications 
with inscriptions not exceeding 30 
words, 

Dr. M. lL. Brittam, president of 


Georgia Tech, said no spot already 
adequately marked will be considered. 
He stated also that each application 
must carry a guarantee that the cost 
of transporting and erecting the tab- 
let will be paid by thé sponsors.
